Daily  Universe  Announced 
For  Coming  School  Year 

The  campus  newspaper,  the  Universe,  will  begin  publication 
on  a,  daily  , basis  beginning  in  September,  it  is  announced  by  Dr. 
Oliver  Smith,  chairman  of  student  publications. - 

With  a circulation  of  approximately  7,000  copies,  the  Uni- 
verse will  be  the  fifth  largest  daily  paper  in  Utah  and  the  largest 
collegiate  newspaper  In  the  intermountain  area.  Its  readers  in- 
clude students  faculty  and  employees  on  the  BYU  campus  and 
more  than  300  mail  subscribers. 

The  new  daily  will  be  printed  on  a new  web-fed  press  now 
being  installed  in  the  BYU  Press.  Department  building  under  the 
supervision  of  Franklin  R.  Haymore,  manager.  It  . is  capable  of 
delivering  3,500  copies  per  hour,  in  sizes  from  four  to  16  pages. 

A special  feature  of  the  publication  will  be  home-delivery 
service  to  about  2,250  students  who  occupy  campus  housing,  Dr. 
Smith  said.  These  include  200  married  students  and  families  liv- 
ing in  Wymount  Village  apartments,  400  men  students  living  in 
Wymount  and  Allen  Hall  dormitories,  and  1,650  women  students 
living  in  dormitories,  Heritage  Halls  apartments  and  cooperative 
houses.

It  is  hoped  the  committee’s  decision  is  the  result  of  a thorough 
investigation  into  the  implications  of  publishing  a daily.  Evidently 
the  committee  feels  the  conversion  is  justified,  even  though  the  effort 
W*ll  call  for  additional  manpower,  a tighter  organization,  and  near- 
professional management. 

_ The  challenge  of  producing  a campus  daily  looms  as  a big  one  for 
Editor-in-chief  Steve  Hale  and  staff.  But  if  journalism  pioneering  on 
campus  of  the  past  can  be  used  as  any  kind  of  rule  for  the  future, 
then  the  success  of  the  daily  Universe,  seems  reasonably  assured. 

Members  , of  the  committee  -are  to  be  congratulated  for  clearing 
ti-e  paths  and  pointing  the  way  for  another  big  step  to  the  front 
i/ti_  campus  journalism. 


BIBLER  BOUNCED 

The  Wheaton  Record,  weekly  publication  of  Wheaton  College, 
V.  .11  print  no  more  of  Dick  Bibler’s  widely  syndicated  “Little  Man  on 
Campus  or  “Prof.  Snarf”  cartoons.  The  college  administration  has 
forbidden  their  publication  in  the  college  newspaper,  claiming'  the 
cartoons  to  be  “largely  in  poor  taste,"  and  “generally  unwholesome” 

philosophy. 

In  an  editorial  headed  “Here  We  Go  Again,”  the  Record  com- 
mented: 

“We  appreciate  the  opportunities  we  have  had  for  discussing  this 
matter,  especially  since  we.  recognize  and  acknowledge  the  authority 
t>ehind  this  action  and  realize  there  is  no  obligation  on  their  part  to 
defend  such  moves. 

“According  to  the  administration: 

“1.  These  cartoons  are  crudely  drawn.  It  was  felt  that  Wheaton 
students,  art  students  in  particular,  could  draw  much  better. 

“2.  These  cartoons  are  largely  in  poor  taste. 

“3.  The  philosophy  behind  these  cartoons  is  generally  unwhole- 
some. 

“4.  These  cartoons  do  not  reflect  the  atmosphere  of  the  campus. 

“We  pointed  out  that,  crudely  drawn  or  not,  many  Record  readers 
found  them  entertaining,  and  missed  them  when  they  did  not  appear; 
tliat  local  talent  costs  more  than  10  times  as  much  in  engraving 
costs;  and  that  other  well-known  Christian  schools  use  syndicated 
cartoons  (Houghton  colege,  Northwestern  schools,  etc.). 

“But  most  important,  we  pointed  out  that  although  we  also  prefer 
to  use  student  talent,  and  would  like  to  run  student  cartoons  in  con- 
jimcion  with  or  in  place  of  commercial  ones,  we  believe  that  this  at 
least  is  one  area  in  which  students  should  decide. 

“The  administration  was  also  constructive,  not  merely  negative 
in  outlook.  They  produced  ideas  and  sources  for  student  cartoons, 
suggested  holding,  cartoon  contests  (under  consideration),  and  in 
every  way  cooperated  in  looking  for  student  talent. 

^ “This,  however,  in  no  way  mitigated  the  blunt  fact  that  now  in 
tins  area  of  publication  college  students  are  considered  incapable  or 
deciding,  selecting,  thinking. 

“We  are  more  disappointed  than  resentful  at  this  administrative 
action.  We  are  still  trying.”
